WOMEN IN E UROPE.

Wore w« landed at Liverpool and 
vent to the Adolphl Hotel our un- 
sophisticated ayes w«ra opened to an 
um ..ml extent to Qnd all our wants 
attended to by women Instead of men, 
as wa bad been acoustumod to have In 
our owa land. The whltc-cupped 
oaid—thls term is applied to all ages 
— answered bells, brought up water, 
hot or cold, lunch, or whatever woj 
required. Wo actually exported to 
have her bring up our luggnpre, but a 
male porter, fortunately, did this. 

Our stay in Uvorpool bring very 
abort, we had not much time tor ob- 
servation, but a* we advanced every 
thing seemed to us very slranjre. Ico- 
water, that American luxury, is a 
thing rarely used by the English 
people, and such a thing as a man bo- 
hind a bar !• unheard of. Maids— 
eeletned. 1 was Informed, for their 
beauty as muuh as nay other cuneld- 
eruiioo — attend the bar of every 
hotel; and. although we American 
women look upon this with' pjcullar 
feelings. In old England it is a outturn, 
aad the position Is regarded as re- 
spectable as any other a woman may 
occupy la terries. At the houls there 
are bo housekeepers la the sense we 
use the word. The lint ohamberniald 
takes most of tho responsibilities of 
»uoh a position, while the actual labor 
la shared by the undor-obauibor. 
niaida. The scrubbing, ctoanlog and 
dusting is done by housemaids. 

Cerent tiarden market in London 
prosonla a panorama woll worth 
seeing. Vegetables, fruit and 
flowers In abundance aro dis- 
posed of with a great deal of 
nolso and elattor, the vernier, being 
mostly womoa, who drive a bargain 
with a shrewdness unequaled elsewhere 
In the busy marts of London. Es- 
pecially was this fact shown In their 
answers to some of tho prying Ynn- 
koet, whoso Inqulslllveness broko 
forth In "How muoblsthlsP" "Whoro 
Is that ralsedf •■Do you sell by tbo 
pound or quart?" "What do you call 
thltP" 

A novel sight was about t-.vtity live 
women sitting In a seml-clrclo shell- 
ing peas. Inquiry elicited the fact 
that they received for this work a pen- 
ny a quart ol shelled peas, and when 
peas were plentiful tboy could mako 
throe pence a day. 

Traveling In a rnllway car ovor the 
continent for a month would bo a good 
school for the American who has not 
yet loarnod what to do with his legs 
and spreads thorn out on two or more 
goats in our American car. The 
coaches here aro divided Into compart- 
ments aqout live fast wide, with two 
seats running tho width of tho car 
facing oach other. Each soat holds 
Ave persona The guard, who crawls 
along tho outside of the coach while it 
Is bowling along at the rata of a mile 
a minute, quickly spies a vacancy, so 
at tho next station It is tilled II thore 
is a passenger requiring it. and thero 
you must sit, knoo to kneo, with your 
bank to tho wall, and no chanco to 
stretch out and tako things easy Yan- 
kee fashion. 

All along tbo route we saw evldoneos 
of women's rights with a vongeauee. 
Women stood manfully side by Bldo 
with men In tho fields and gardens, 
binding grain, ranking hay. digging 
and picking. Finally we saw them 
yokod Into the small carts that haul 
the produce about the strcots. 1 am 
sure thai ut overy singe of the jour- 
ney the women of tho expedition were 
more and moro thankful that they were 
Americans.

SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 



1 1 ... t from the trunsscllonsof that Con- 
gress. Its influence will be felt through- 
out the educational world. 

"There are sixty schools In sevon 
different Stales that have the system 
in operation. About $J8.00J have 
been collected from nearly 9.70J pupils 
through the aid of S4J devoted teach- 
ers. 

•The spark kindled five years ago 
in one school of l^tng Island City. N. 
Y.. maintains its vitality, and It Is ex- 
pected that during the noxt school 
term the school hanks will so oxtend 
as to reach at least fifty more schools 
tn tliodiffor.nl States of our Rspublia 

"The system bss received the sanc- 
tion of our National Bureau of Educa- 
tion, of our huts Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Hon. A. S. Urapor. 
and of tho Superintendent of the New 
York Stato Banking Department. Hon. 
Willis s. Paloe. 

"A bill has boon Inlroducud Into the 
Legitlature of New York providing 
for the organisation of School Savings 
Banks. 

"The School Savings Banks, having 
already passed the period of proba- 
tion, are now farorably received in 
many of the Amerloan schools, and 
will prove a most effsotlve weapon In 
ths hands of our young people with 
whleh to fight the battle of life on 
leaving school. 

"In Inimduolng Bohool Savings 
Ranks tn a few tohools of our ocuntry. 
the system has had. like any now idea, 
much to contend with. The persons 
who so oon-tantly express themselves 
against tho plan, for aomo ronson or 
other, and who nro so keen about the 
possible danger of avarice to the 
children through those banks are 
slow. Indood. to soo the inlschlof done 
to many of our children by squander- 
ing all their pocket pennies for 
cigarettes, candy, chowlag-gum and 
the Ilka. It is yet to be shown that 
self-restraint, prudence, foresight, as 
commended by our teachers, are 
synonymous with solflshnoss. avarice 
and moannota Is not tho habit of 
spondlng wisely u moral outgrowth or 
saving. 

"Every one has road or hoard of tho 
Johnstown dlsa.lor In Pena.ylvania. 
Tho very next in jrnlng alter that dlsa>- 

ter tho majority of the soholars of Long 
Island City, on entering tholr class- 
rooms, maulfettod to tholr teachers 
the good Intention of contributing 
tholr mite from their pennlos In the 
School Bnnk towards alleviating the 
sufferings of their llttlo brothor and 
sister scholars at Johnstown who had 
lost their parents and homo. The 
Idea was received with aoclamatlon by 
the teachers, the olty school superin- 
tendent and the Board of Education, 
and on June 10, at the opening of the 
sehool session, out of the s.Oiu pupils, 
stepped up to the desks of tholr 
teachers with their offerings. The 
suras thus oollected amounted to 
$452.37, which was immediately sent 
to the relief com mlttee." 

George May Powell, president of 
the Arbitration Council, considers this 
n movement of vast ■ lmportanco to 
Amerirnn labor and capital. He Is 
Issuing millions of tract pages on the 
subject and scattering them among the 
masse i.

DRESSES FOR GIRLS. 

Ptellj Cashmere Gowns with Tlay Zeeeee 
Jeehele of Velvet. 

School dresses for girls from six to 
twelve yenrs have very plain round 
waists buttoned behind, with full 
sleovos and gathered skirts of two or 
three double-sldth breadths. Simple 
revere, or an inlaid point or square of 
velvet, with velvet collar and cuffs, 
are the trimmings. Such waists reach 
to the natural waist line, and aro 
sewed to sklrtu that fall half-way be- 
low the knees. Stripes, checks and 
plaid wools are the materials. Nicer 
dresses are of dark cashmere, with 
high empire waists lapped In front 
and back, or else sblrred at the neck 
and waist line. Tucks aro seldom 
seen In these skirts, a wide hem. and 
perhaps three or four rows of velvet 
ribbon, being preferred. Tbo genuine 
mutton-leg sleeves are with some of 
these hlch-nerked waists, while othors 
hare coat sloeros, with a full empire 
puff around the arm-hotea , 

The most dressy cashmere gowns 
for girls from five to ten years of ago 
have low full waists and short high* 
puffed sleeves worn over white muslin 
gulmpes. A halMow round waist Is 
shirred is two dusters (eaoh of two 
rows) around the Book and waist, and 
lnoh.wlds velvet ribbon la passed In 
and out on the puff between the shir- 
rings. An eleotrlo blue cashmere has 
a low, round yoke, on wbloh are five 
rows of black velvet baby rlbbont the 
waist below Is gathered very full in 
the middle of the front to a slight 
point, and on its plain sldos aro five 
diagonal rows of tho velvot ribbon, be- 
ginning in the undor-nrm scam just 
below the armhole. Other full-gath- 
ered baby waists have merely a bind- 
ing of velvet at lop. with an Empire 
bolt of velvet the whole width of tho 
under-arm seam on the right, tapering 
to a point on the left side. The tiniest 
Zouave jackets of velvet are on some 
cashmere waists, whllo othors havo 
merely a two-Inch bias band of velvet 
around the arm-holes, and a velvet 
belt A pale old-pink cashmere lias 
French gray volvet on the front and 
back ol tho pointed walsL with a scarf 
of pink cashmore draped as bretollos 
over the shouldors to the waist line tn 
front and back. A darkor old-roso 
cashiaero' with full pi oated front and 
back has Eiffel rod velvet for a little 
Zouave, and a diagonal girdle, wldo 
on tho right side, and sloped tea point 
on tho left to meot a large rosette; a 
volvet puff Is ret high In the short 
sleeves; three rows of shirring are 
just below the waist on tho skirt, and 
three rows of velvet ribbon just abovo 
Its hem. Sueh skirts for girls of five 
or tlx years have two broad ths of cash- 
more. Other fuller skirts have line 
pleats meeting In the mlddlo of tho 
back and front, with one or two largo 
box pleats on each side. Ox-blood rod 
cashmere drosses of this kind aro 
trimmed with black velvot, and rose- 
colored cashmere with leaf green vel- 
vet White cashmere or elso ohuddah 
wool dresses have a yellow India silk 
knlfo-ploated frill tumod down around 
the low nock of tho walsL and a yel- 
low sash tied behind. — H arpor's Bnxar. 

FREE ADVERTISING. 

Why It Pays notel-Keepere te Be Lib- 
eral with Their SteUoaery. 

"Tho quantity of papor uied by us 
for message blanks la enormous," said 
the manager of a olty tolograph oflloo 
to a reporter iho other day, "and 
much of It Is wasted, as far as we aro 
concornod. A man wbo wants to 
wilts a hasty note or ponoll a calcu- 
lation tnkos one of our blanks, be- 
cause It Is handy and costs him noth- 
ing. I wonder how many peoplo 
recollect that they nro treating the 
telegraph company unfairly. Not very 
in II ,'. 1 am afraid." 

And yet the telegraph companies 
mansgo to survive, ss do also tho 
hotel-keepers of the country, who aro 
beginning to make an orgsnlred 
"kick'' -against furnishing stationery 
to their customers. It doosn't seem 
to count with the skinflint minds that 
tbo pooplo who patronise their estab- 
lishments help advorttse them by 
ovory heading and onvolopo sonl out. 
A ton of papor will furnish a dlxsv lot 



ol stationery, dished out In oommorclal 
note, and the ontlre cost, printing In- 
cluded, oan't woll overrun 1300. Add 
to this scventy-tlve dollars for a hun- 
dred thousand printed envolopos, and 
allowing ono ovolope to, say, throe 
note headings, we havo stationery 
enough to last a big house a whole 
year, at a cost of |37f>. or a trifle ovor 
one dollar a day. Taking the en- 
velopes as a measure of the alleged 
wastage or stealage, we will allow 
one out of every three to be used 
legitimately, that Is, forwarded by 
mall to all parts of the world— and ss 
each envolope of tho hundred thou- 
sand stands for throo sheets, when we 
reduce this effective number, we allow 
no less than nine sheets to each 
wrapper. 

On this basis, then, wo have S9i 000 
letters sent out eaoh containing an ad- 
vertisement of the house -In effect, 
33,000 circulars have been distributed 
broadcast, and into the very bost of 
hands, the hotel merely furnishing tho 
stationery. Had the proprietors been 
obliged to pay postage on these let- 
ters, thore would be some reason to 
make objection, as that Item alone 
amounts, oountlng single rates for eaoh 
package, to nearly double the oost of 
the stationery. In other words, the 
hotel proprietors, at a oost of 'ess than 
•400, have s)l.>00 worth ol effsotlve 
work performed for them. With this 
showing, we think the Bnnifaoei of 
the country, Instoad of skimping oq 
their stationery, will be glad to In- 
lt,-PaporMlll.

chimney lor air-escape it will be an 
oxeellent place for the winter storage 
of fruit. Whenover it booomcs neces- 
sary to assort apples that have been 
barreled it will be belter to market 
thorn ut once than to keep them longer. 
Tbo exposure and handling will be 
likely to causo more rot afterwards 
than If '.bey had not been disturbed.— 
N. Y. World. 



HOW TO KEEP APPLES. 

It Stored la the Cellar Constant Ventila- 
tion Should He 1'roelded. 

Of the many plans In uso by dif- 
ferent persons, one is to store the fruit 
temporarily In bins in a barn or other 
building until the advent of freezing 
weather. Another Is to keep them In 
narrow orlbs In the orchard. Of tho 
two the latter Is the best, if the crib is 
made In the shade and Is further pro- 
tected from rain and sun by loose 
boards. The only advantage that can 
be claimed for keeping Ovem in bulk 
for a few weeks Is a saving in cooper- 
age. as the apples that will lno. ltably 
rot or prove defective in the interim 
need not bo barreled. It Is, howovor, 
llablo to tho objection of much more 
handling than when barreled In the 
urchard at the picking, nud further- 
more It Is thought a full exposure to 
the atmosphere Is not the best condi- 
tion to resist decay. 

As commonly arranged, n cellar Is 
the last piece In which apples should 
bo stored until It beromos necessary to 
provont them from froexlng, and quits 
often a wet cellar will prove better 
than a dry -one. There is prob- 
ably no bettor way of keeping apples 
in barrels during the varying temper- 
ature of autumn and oarly winter than 
tn a store-room on the ground floor of 
a building having thick walls. At 
each end of the room there should be 
a door and windows by which such a 
circulation of air can be maintained 
as the general temperature may re- 
quire Such a pluce will afford as 
good conditions for tho preservation 
of fruit oy natural means as can be 
obtained, ami In many sections can be 
safely used through the entire winter. ' 

Tho troublo with cellars arises' 
mainly from dafeotlve ventilation. 
Tie. occasional opening of windows 
rices not afford It In o good form. 
A constant and regular circulation Is 
what hi wanted. Whore the ouUlde 
air can bo admitted at tho bottom 
through an underground passage tod 



FEED FOR POULTRY. 

Every Thlnt Contldered, Corn Is the 
ltrst aad Cheapest. 

I do not propose to gu Into a scien- 
tific analysis of the varlout foods to 
show which contains tho most fat, 
which the most starch, and all that, 
because I recognize one fact, and that 
Is that something besides tho bare con- 
stituents of the food which we feed to 
our fowls mutt be considered. When 
we feed corn to our fowls we must re* 
member that corn and wator are not 
absolutely all that thu fowls tnke Into 
their crops; they are supposod to eat 
some green food, some roeut food, 
some lime, and various other things 
which they pick up hare and there, 
and whloh we know nothing nbout 
Analysis tolls us the ooinponsnt parts 
of oorn and water, but does not tell 
us what laSuenoe all these other 
things wbtoh occupy the fowls' (Is- 
sards at the same time have upon the 
oorn and wateri therefore, we experi- 
ment oarsfully. and when we get 
through experimenting we ought to 
know about what woarudolng. Wo have 
nil heard that oorn Is loo fattening for 
fowls and does not produee eggs. I 
will say that I will tuke a flock of 
leghorns as soon as the grass starts, 
and give them their freedom, with 
nothing In the form of food provided 
for them but corn and wator and 
shell, and they will beat any fiock of 
the same size fed by tho most Im provod 
bill of fare.

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 



Seven members of the House met 
Saturday and adjourned until Mon- 
day. 

Up to last Wednesday just an even 
hundred bills had become laws. 

The Legislative visitors to Eddy ville 
wore not favorably impressed with the 
outlook at the branch prison. Already 
rMH4,000 has been spent and the work 
is not half done. If the building is 
finished on the present scale it will 
take $500,1X10 more. It will probably 
lie finished on a reduced scale, which 
seems to be the best way out of a bad 
predicament. 

The Senate held a session Friday 
with only 13 members present and 
passed 10 or 12 bills. Among them 
re bills amending tho revenue laws, 
giving Danville a new charter, to 
prevent the keeping of bawdy houses 
the State, prohibiting the sole 
of liquor anywhere in the Stato on 
election days, and incorporating a 
bank at Winchester. As these bills 
were passed without a quorum, there 
is a question as to their legality.

The announcement that Wm. T. 
Brume had been captured created a 
good deal of oxcitement here Sunday 
morning. The now* came in the 
Nashville American at 10 o'clock aud 
in five minutes a crowd had gathered 
about Hie Kenti cki.vn bulletin hoard, 
where t he news 1 had boon |>osted as 
soon as received. Tho fact that he 
would pass through tho city at 6 p. 
m. en route to Nashville, Tonn, 
was also posted and the result was 
that fully a thousand people were at 
the dcp.it when the train passed. 

The prisoner was in the chair car 
on the rear of tho train. Just liefore! 
reaching Hopkinsville the officers per- 
mitted him to take off his handcuffs, 
wash his face and light a cigar. He 
ap|)oarcd at tho window smoking the 
cigar and after bowing to a few 
friends whom ho recognized he wulked 
across the car to avoid the gaze of tho 
crowd who climlied upon tho steps 
and upon each other's shoulders in 
their efforts to get a night of the pris- 
oner. He was clad in a suit of work- 
iug clothes. A pair oT blue cottonado 
pants seeinnd to be worn as overalls 
and his coat was of a heavy striped 
goods. The car doors were securely 
lock.nl before the train stopped and 
were not opened. Only about half a 
dozen men were iu the chair car, in- 
cluding tho detective and guards.

Brame 
shot and killed Jas. H. Lemon, a pass- 
eugcr conductor who put him off an 
L. & N. train at Baker's Station, Teun., 
Sept. 11, 1889. Brame refused to pay 
his fore and was forcibly ejected and 
wLilo standing on the ground shot 
and killed Lemon, who was on the 
steps. The murderer escaped and 
impressing a horse arrived in this city 
a day or two afteswards. Ho was 
sheltered by relatives here uutil de- 
tectives got on his trail, when he dis- 
appeared aud has since been at large. 
He is a very plucky man and it was 
not believed that ho ivould permit 
himself to be taken alive. He had 
previously killed a man named Beau- 
mont, an officer from Clarksville, who 
undertook to arrest him at Olivet 
church, near Garrettsburg, thirteen 
years ago, without the Jnecessary 
pajicra. He was tried for this killing 
aud acquitted. A rather singular co- 
incidence is that Rev. A. W.Meacham, 
of IJelloview, was a witness to both of 
Brame's killings, although they oc- 
curred lu different States. Ho waa 
preaching at Olivet church and aaw 
Beaumont shot while trying to pull 
brume from his horse, and also Imp 
peuod to be ou the train and witnessed 
the double that ended in Lemon's 
death. Brarno will put in a plea of 
self defense aud will allege that Lem- 
on kicked him from tho steps. It ia 
claimed that a well-known citizen of 
Clarksvillo will so testify, but uouo of 
the other eyo-witUosses havo made 
similar statements and Brame will 
probably have trouble in establishing 
such a theory. The case will havo to 
be tried at Nashville, as tho crime 
occurred in Davidson county. 
brame's stobt. 
The Nashville American of yester- 
day gives this as Bramo's story: 
"After the crimo I went directly to 
Hopkinsville, where I remained a 
woek. Being accustomed to wear a 
board all over my face, I shaved, and, 
putting on another suit of clothes, 
walked to Henderson, traveling at 
night only. From Henderson I went 
to Vinconncn, I ml., where I took a 
train to St. Louis, whoro I stopped a 
few days, but soon continued my 
flight to Omaha, whoro I got in with 
a gang of railroad laborers who were 
going out into tho Black Hills. I 
soon returned to Omaha and went 
out to a little station called Florence, 
five miles from the city, where I secur- 
ed employment with Hungate & Co., 
ice dealers, who gathered their ice 
from large reservoirs iu the neighbor- 
hood. I was sitting in a cabin in a 
canon, not far from tho place where 
I worked, reading a letter from home, 
when Detective Stewart and Doputy 
Sheriff Grebe walked in and told me 
to throw up my hands, whioh I did."
